I. Some Experiments on a Blach^ Shining Sand 
brought from Virginia, fuppos'd to contain 
Iron., made /« March 1689. By Allen Mou- 
len, M. D. and Fellow of the Royal Society, 
fince Dead. 

1. \ Small Phial fiU'd with ordinary white Sand, 
r\ and containing only 5;. gr. xj. being fiU'd with 
the Virginia Sand was tbund to contain 5(/,9/y, gr. /, that 
\Sy 3jfi. more than what was equal to it in bulk. 

2. This Sand did apply to the Magnet both before 
and after Calcination, but the latter did apply better to 
it than the former. 

3. A parcel of this Sand mix'd and calcin'd with pow- 
der 'd Charcoal, and kept in a melting Furnace for about 
an hour, yielded no i?^g«/«j, but apply 'd more vigoroufly 
to the Load-ftone than either of the former. 

4. I 
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4- 1 flux'd a parcel of this Sand with fix'd Nitre in a 
melting Furnace for above an Hour, but could obtain no 
Regulus^ nor any fubflance thit would apply to the Mag- 
net, excepting a thin Crail that ft ruck firmly to a piece 
of Charcoal that dropt into tiie Crucible when riic mar- 
tcr was m tbuon. 

5". i flux'd it alio with Salt-Peter and powdcr'd Char-- 
coal, dropping pieces of Charcoal aiterv^ards into the 
Crucible. It continued about an hour in i\\z meking 
Furnace in fufiOii, and that without producing a Regulns 
or a Subftance that w^ould apply to the Magnet, excep- 
ting only what ftuck to the Charcoal, as in the former 
Experiment. 

6. I flux'd another parcel of it with Salt-Peter and 
Flowers of Brimftone, without being able to procure any 
Regtdlus. 

7. I pour'd good Spirit of Salt on a parcel of this 
Sand, but could obferve no Ludation thereby pro- 
duced. 

8. I pour 'd Spirit of N-tre both ftrongand weakned 
with Water on parcels of the lame Sand, without bting 
able to difcover any Confli(5t. 

9. I pour'd fingle ^^^^ /^r/ii upon another parcel of 
it, without being able to perceive any Ebullition wortli 
noting. 

10. I pour*d double Aqua fortu upon another parcel of 
it, which for ought I could dicover had no more tSkd: 
on it then the form.er. 

1 1. I pour'd alib fbme Aqua RegU on a parcel of it. 
without difcovering any fenfiole Eiled:, 

IX. I prur'd good Oil of /^///^^/i?/ upon another of this 
Sand, but (eeing no Bubbles thereby produc'd, I weak- 
ned the Oil with Water, but without any fenfible ef 
^ecie

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1 3- I repeated all the former Experiments with the 
Menffruums u^on this Sand after Calcination per fe inn 
Crucible, but could fcarce obferve a Bubble produced by 
any of them. 

14. I pour'd fbme of each of the Liquors upon Par- 
cels of the Powder of this Sand calcin'd, without any 
Succefs. 

I^oie, That I made thefe Experiments both in the 
Cold, and upon a Sand Furnace. So that ro me there 
fcems to be but little wanting to difcover any Metal 
known to us, if it contained any (uch : For there is no 
Metal nor Oar that (bme of the(e Menfirmms will not 
work on. 

1 5-. I powder'd a Fragment of a Load-ftone , and 
pour'd fome of thefe Menftrmms upon it, witiiout being 
able to find that they in the leaft prey'd upon it , any 
more than they did upon the Sand. 

16. I pour'd fome of the afore-mentioned Menfiru- 
^r/ij- upon ordinary Sand taken out of a Sand Furnace, 
where it muft have fuffer'd fbme Calcination, but could 
find no more Bubbles produc d thereby, than what might 
rationally be fuppos'd to be produc'd from time, and 
other Dirt raixt with the Sand. 
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
